MW Faculty Adds 



The 1963-64 session of Mary 
Washington College officially be- 
gins today when some 530 fresh- 
men and 30 transfer students ar- 
rive on campus to begin an inten- 
sive orientation program. 1.225 re- 
turning students representing the 
sophomore, junior, and senior 
classes are scheduled to arrive 
on Tuesday. September 17. 

Although final figures will not be 
available until after the comple- 
non of registration on Tuesday 
.ind Wednesday. September 17 and 
!8. college officials anticipate that 
(he total enrollment should reach 
at least 1,750. Last year 1,783 
completed registration for the 
1962-63 session. 

The new students, representing 
289 high schorls and 19 colleges in 
31 states and two foreign coun- 
tries, will receive an informal wel- 
come Monday morning.

Unique in campus architecture, 
the arc -shaped, four-story build- 
ing will face Sunken Road cn the 
hillside below Margaret Brent 
and Randolph Halls. 

The design is planned to fit 
snuggly in the sloping hillside 
at a setback parallel with the 
neighboring Marshall dormitory 
at the corner of Sunken Road 
and William Street. 

It will house 160 students and 
feature a central lounge on the 
second floor leading through 
inner-campus side, plus twin 
staircases leading down to the 
first-floor foyer. There are also 
reading rooms for students de- 
signated on each floor at the 
ends of the curving corridors, an 
elevator and a driveway to the 
basement entrance. 

The students' rooms in the pro- 
posed dorm will feature all built- 
in furniture. All beds, bookcases, 
desks, and dressers will be built 
into the walls, as will be the 
closets with sliding doors. A large 
tack board will be located over 
each bed. 

Each room will contain a sink 
built into a storage cupboard, 
with a mirror and make-up light

Prof, Grad 
Experiment 

An MWC psychologist and a 
June graduate participated m re- 
search here on hearing this sum- 
mer under the terms of a Nation- 
al Institute of Mental Health 
grant. 

Dr. J. Russell Nazxaro, assist- 
ant professor of psychology and 
acting co-chairman of the depart- 
ment of psychology, and Linda 
Jane Morrison of Woodbridge. a 
psychology maid' w 'ho finished 
her degree program in June, con- 
ducted a study on "Anchoring in 
Auditory Dimensions" in Mary 
Washington's new pffychology la- 
boratory. 

The team used some sixty stu- 
dents attending the summer ses- 
sicn here in the testing. Dr. Nai- 
saro said, "to study the scaling of 
sensations and how they change 
when an artificial anchoring point 
is introduced.' 

Linda conducted most of the ac- 
tual tests, and Dr. Nazzaro. who

The Hugh Mercer Apothecary 
Shop site of George Washing on s 
ollice on his frequent visits to 
Fredericksburg provided the set- 
ting for the practice of medicine 
and pharmacy by Dr. Hugh Mer- 
cer. The shop remains the same 
as it was two centuries ago com- 
plete with gleaming bottles an- 
cient show-cases faded prescrip- 
UOM and yellowed ledgers. Dr. 
Mercer a Colonel in charge of the 
3rd Virginia Regiment during ihe 
American Revolution was a true 
American patriot and this his- 
torical shrine is indeed a tribute 
to his memory. 

The Rising Sun Tavern built 
abcut 1760 by Charles the young- 
est brother of George Washington 
was the favorite meeting place of 
the early patriots who ga;hered to 
protest against the tyranny of the 
moher country.
